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REMARKS 

This paper is in response to the Office Action of April 14, 2005. The due date for 
response extends to October 14, 2005, with a 3 month extension. 

Figures 2, 3, and 4 are provided herewith, with appropriate "prior art" identifiers 
printed thereon. Figure 4 was also amended to properly identify the n and p type substrate 
regions. 

Claim 3 was cancelled due to the restriction. Claims 9 and 10 were cancelled. 

The Examiner rejected the specification under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph. The 
Applicants have amended the specification to correct the typographic error in the notation of 
p and n type substrates. Based on reading the specification and the claims-as filed, it is 
evident that this error is simply typographic in nature, and one skilled in the art would 
understand the fundamental distinctions in n and p type substrates. Also, reference is drawn 
to the as-filed claims 6, 7 and 8, which correctly denote the n and p MOS transistors. 
Accordingly, no new matter is introduced by way of this amendment to the specification and 
the claims. 

The Applicants have examined the cited art of record and has noted the allowability 
of claim 10. The subject matter of claim 10 relies on the subject matter of claim 9, but not on 
other intervening claim elements. Consequently, the Applicants have cancelled claims 9 and 
10, and the subject matter of both claims 9 and 10 has been integrated into independent claim 
4. The same subject matter of claims 9 and 10, was likewise incorporated into independent 
claim 1. For at least these reasons, the Applicants submit that that the now claimed 
invention, which has been amended to overcome the §112 and objections, is now in condition 
for allowance.
